BACKGROUND

The number of DNA samples from offenders that are submitted to the Crime Laboratory
has grown dramatically. The DNA database has increased by 50% during the past year.
The success of the DNA database in the recent past has been phenomenal.

The outsourcing of offender samples will expedite the DNA analysis of backlog samples.
The analysis of these samples will enable the Crime Laboratory to increase the number of
DNA profiles entered in the database. This larger database will increase the chances of
finding suspects in cases that do not have suspects.

In accordance with the provisions of NRS 332.039, the Washoe County Purchasing
Office solicited bids for DNA Crime Lab Offender Analysis. The Invitation to Bid was
duly advertised in the Reno Gazette-Journal and made available through the online
services of www.DemandStar.com, resulting in the receipt of one (1) bid. Although The
Bode Technology Group, Inc, submitted the only bid, they have been the contractor of
record since 2003 and the Crime Lab is satisfied with their services and recommends
award of this new contract.

Sealed bids were opened in the Purchasing Office at 3:15 p.m., January 28, 2015. The
bid was duly advertising in the Reno Gazette-Journal and DemandStar by Onvia resulting
in the receipt of one (1) bid through www.DemandStar.com.

FISCAL IMPACT
